3. On tho basis of tb© above information, appropriate 
West German Federal authorities! opened an Investigation on 
JSIUjHAIER tuhich as of July 1S03 had not boon fully completed. 
However, it revealed that 8ILLMAIBB had bean in contact with 
tb® West German Intolligemco Service Area Juno i0o7 until 
Juste 1960, and had reported to it on hia centaeta mth the 
Polish Intelligence Service* It was the opinion of one f/owt 
German investigating office that BlLLridlETl’o activities with 
the Polish Service had been fully controlled by the West 
Gercian Intelligence Service. Tho West German Intelligence 
Service has reported that BIXJL.&JIER ha3 presumably not had 
contact with the Polish Service since 1960, and as a result 
it is no longer la contact with BILLUAXEB. 

4. It should be noted that comparison of ttua Aaenoy *t> 
infornation on BILLdAXER with that developed b., the Aem-an 
authorities ia at variance on a number of points, although 
the basic elements of BILLMAIBR’a activity for tho Polish 
Intelligence dervico have been substantiated. Howver, the 
West German Intelligence -Jervico does not see a to have be.sn 
aware of Soviet Intelligence interest in BILLSIAIiSR. On the 
basis of available information, it is not possible to con- 
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cluoively state what, if any, intelligence contacts BII3J3AZE3 
any currently maintain. 

5. Any action which the Departasnt of State nay wish to 
take regarding the U.S. visa ieouod to BIIJLJSAIEIt will not pre- 
judice the sources of information available to this Agency.
